America Puts Six. 


Billion on 


Line To Fight Russian Pressure 


‘WASHINGTON (#)—America 
put $6,000,000,000 on the line to- 
day to strengthen the non-com- 
munist world. 

President Truman signed into 
law the huge appropriation bill to 
finance foreign aid as thhe west- 
ern powers watched anxiously 
Russia’s latest pressure play in 
Berlin. Normal supply routes to 
the U. S.-British-French zones 
there have been blocked by the 
Soviets. 

As the President acted, Ireland 
became the first of 16 European 
nations under the Marshall plan 
for economic recovery to sign a 
formal agreement with the Unit- 
ed States. Each nation will sign 
a pact to work for the common 
good. 

The President’s signature plant- 
ed America’s economic power 
squarely behind the most ambi- 
tious world rebuilding program in 
history. 

It pledges to Western Europe 
and far eastern countries to spend 
within 15 months—within a year 
if necessary — this vast sum in 


Issues Warning 
On Fireworks 


San Bernardino county residents 
who were planning to circumvent 
city ordinances by shooting fire- 
works outside of city limits were 
warned today that there is.a coun- 
ty ordinance against the sale and 
use of fireworks. 

The warning came from Chigf 
Ranger W. W. Skinner of the divi- 
sion of state forestry. Chief Skin- 
ner said that in San Bernardino 
county the sale, possession, and 
discharging of fireworks except for 
public display purposes put on by 
special permit is forbidden by 
county ordinance. 
|} The sale and discharging of 
fireworks within the limits of 
those cities that allow it is per- 
missible, Chief Skinner said. Both 
Upland and Ontario permit certain 
types of fireworks, and as long 
as residents stay within the city 
limits while they are using them, 
they are not violating the law.
